Naples, Jan. 29. Vesuvius, which has

puzzled every one by ila capsice?, is now
ngatn active anil glorious. Wien T Inst

.spoke of the mountain it was reposing,
and the eruption wan supposed hy many to
he on the decline, hut on the 23d inBtant
llie instruments were much agitated, the
lava began to jour forth, and two shocks
of earthqualje were felt even jri Naples.
For two or three days the old road io tho
Olwervalory has been the most favorable
one, as the lava has been pouring down
over the cone in that direction in three oc
fourseparate rtreama, wearing the appear-
ance of as many gigantic fingers forever
elongating. It is calculated that the lava
is ejected to thehlghl of 1100 meters above
the level of the sea, w that you may easily
conceive how magnificent is the spectacle.
For two daya the mountain has been cov-
ered with snow, even to the lip of the
crater, thus presenting that remarkable as
sociation of fire and frost which astonished
us some weeks since. Last night the erup-
tion was singularly crand. and as the lava
descended also toward the Piano delle
Gineatre it seemed as if the entire cone
was covered by streams of fire.

A- - sad disaster has. lefallen one of the-mo- st

beautiful quarters of this city. Last
night, about 6:45 o'clock, there was a land
slip of that huge tufa mountain which
lowers up above the corner of Santa Lucia,
leading ronnd to the Chiatomone, over-
whelming the shops and dwelling houses
which lay below. The report in the cilv
early this morning was that fifty-fiv- e bodies,
liau been already disinterred ; but, as-- little
truth is to be placed in statements in mo-
ments of excitement, 1 procured the escort
of a Guard of Public Security, and wasad- -

iniited to llie scene of the disaster, many
who read this will remember Jiow long they
have lingered at several coral and naint
shops jiiftt at the turn of Santa Lucia; less
agreeable reminiscences they will have of
one or tffo wine-shop- 3 and tratlorie fre-
quented by the people. Well, all are over
whelmed, and how many unhappy beings
lie buried beneath ia up to the present
time unknown. In some respecta I was re-

minded of tho appearance of Torre del
Greco during the earthquake of 18G1
there were long beams and rafters standing
perpendicularly out of the rubbish ; chairs,
tables, beds and other articles of h6n?ehold
furniture were mingled with the ruina ; sec-- i
lions of houses which clung to and climbed
lip tho cliff were apparent, with private.
Cupboards full of Jjottlcs, hut tho inhab-- i
itants and facades; indeed the greater por-
tion of the houses, lay embedded beneathj
the mass of tufa vhich lay piled high, be-

neath, obstructing nil communication bV
twesn the city-nn- d the 'Itiviera di Ghiaga:
in this direction.

It was most painful to think of thet
amount of suffering that lay buried there'
without the possibility of relief, for the!
work of excavation was pronounced to b'
dangerous. How high the mountain;
stands which dominates Santa Lucia I can
not precisely say certainly many hundred
feet, and, competed as it is of very friable!
materials, there was full expectation that'
even larger masses would fall. On the
very summit, and at the extreme edge,
there are barracks; the stone facing of the;
mountain had given way, and tho apparent
probability was that the tufa might yield.j
and this vast pile of building topple over..
The work of excavation, therefore, was full;
of danger, not merely to those engaged in
it, tint to the crowds who stood around.
Even as I looked, masses of rock and
building fell, and here and there long lines;
of sand, m it were of smoke, came trickling
down. There were very few persons em--
rtlnved. therefore, in excavating; nil thati f -
eonlu be done was to preserve orderand i

Keep on the hosts ol street Arabs, who1
every now and then tried to breakthrough!
tun coruonoi soiuiers.

A commission of engineers and architects
was appointed to examine the mountain
and report whether it would be safe to re-

move the ruins at the base. It was a work
of great danger, for they had to .scramble
over the, wrecks of the demolished houses,
at the risk of being swallowed up by an- -'

other land-fal- l. At length it was decided.-tha-t

nothing could be done until the moun-- i
tain had been propped, and how this can,
lie done appears to me to be a most puzzling.
affair. Some were of opinion that the best
thing would be to explode that part of the
mountain with a mine, but this would have
endangered much properly riear at hand.
At present, therefore, we are quite in the
dark as to the extent of the disaster, and if
any unfortunate persons are buried they
nitisl remain victims. The houses destroyed
are a lodging-hous- e much frequented by
foreigners, two, if not three, coral-shop- s,

a shop where engravings were sold, cafe
partially so, a wine-sho- p much frequented,
nnd one or two small eating-house- s. I be
lieve that most In the lodging-house- s es
caped ; .they had timely warning in certain
houses, madfi by the oreautng away of the
cliff A family who were in an upper room
were unable to escape, but through the
hraverr of a Captain of the Ueraaglieri
were got down hy ropes and

,
ladders. ....An

.i i t.American genueraan wno was lougmg mere
was severely wounded, and was sent off to
the Pellegrini. 1 have just visited him, aa
the peor fellow knew only two persons in
Naples, and he tells me he wtis lying in his
be! when the roof fell in .md a rafter fell
on his body. It broke the bones of 'the
pelvis, and lie has, moreover, a wound in
the head. It ia hoped that those in the
cafe had time to escape, as the door is par
tially open; as to those in the coral-shop- s,

the wine-shop- s and the trattorie, they muat
inevitably 1 lost, and it is feared" there
were many there.

It being a cold night, the sentinel nt the
entrance to the Casteld'Nuovo had retired
within his box, and was thns saved from
any injury. He reports thai at the time
the mountain fell a carriage was passing,
and others add an omnlbuB: if so, they
must be overwhelmed. Of course there is
great excitement in the city, and the disas-
ter is the sole topic of conversation. His
Kojal Highness, the JJuko d Aosta who
bad been up Vesuvius, on his return in the
evening went down to Santa Lucia, and re-

mained till a late hour. This morning I
saw him there again, and by hit orders, on
the report of the Commission of Engineers,
the works were immediately Mispended.
There were present also the Regio Dele-
gate the Questor, and all the civic and
military authorities, while the troops kept
the ground, together with the police, and,
in fact, were prepared to do all the work,
but it was too tortious to proceed with.
Two iKnlies of workmen have already bcon
dininterred, and two or three wounded iharc
been taken off to the hospitals; but I fear
that a great lo of lif has yet to be re-

vealed.
Aa to the cans of this teerible aflair,

there can, I think, be little donlt that the
principal one is the long-continu- activity
of Vesuvius. For two months and more
we have been rockingin onr beds; the
seisoraeter has accurately inarmed aljifie
oscillalfens. Inl"a former letter-- I tpok'e
of a sciontific friend who, for sev-

eral days, marked these oscillations,
by observing the motions of a piece
of iron suspended from hir shutters.
Well,1 thews frequent vibrations mint, of
necc.'ity, have produced some effect on
this great tufa mountain, and tgt several
days the inhabitant3 iof the ruined houses,
and a gentleman In-lh- e Hotel Crocelle, ob-

served indications ?f movement. It ii only
fair to say, however, that the Crocelle ii
out of the line of danger, but no doubt the
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signal observed were occasioned by the vi-

brations of the adjoining lufk. It is to be
noted, too, that in Santa Lucia there are
hot springs of eulphur andiron which at-

tract thousands of invalids during the sum-
mer, and these indicate a connection be
tween this part of the city and esuvin.
From what I hear, the proprietors of the
ruined houses suspected danger, and medi-
tated precautione. but ther could not de
ride upon any combined plan. Vesuvius
still maintains its activity, und lt night
wui very spienuiu.

AN APPAIROF nONOll.
A Connie or Disciples oCOfileit Slioot

nt Each Oilier A liloodle Encoun-
ter.

From the Memphis Bulletin, Feb. 19.
Although shooting affrays are of daily

occurrence in the city of Memphis, still
"affairs of honor," as tney are called, have
been of late like the proverbial visits of
angels, lew anil far between. One of .these
"affairs" has been on the tspis for'several
days past, and was brought to a successful
conclusion on yesterday, and it is satisfac-
tory to state that, although rifles were
used at fifty paee nobody was hurt, and
the'matter has been amicably settled. As
all is well that enija well, it may not be out
of place to lay the 'full particulars, with
the names of the participants, principals
and seconds, before the readers of the Bul-
letin. The principals in the aflair were
both disciples of Galen, and named re-
spectively John n. Taylor and W. J.
Mimms, both being druggists on Poplar
street. A short .time ago the latter was in
the employment of the former, and lately
commenced business on his own account.
Information was conveyed by a friend to
Mr. Jlimms, few Jays since, that Mr.
Tayjor.had used an expression towards him
that reflected on his character as a gentle-
man. Mr. Mimms called on Mr. Taylor
to retract, and apologize, but lie refused to
do either, and a challenge to meet in dead-
ly combat was the result. Rifles were se-

lected as tlte weapons, the back of Mound
City, Arkansas, as the ground, and yester-
day the eventful day for the affair to come
off.

Seconds were carefully selected on each
side, Mr. R. C Church, proprietor of the
Overton Hotel billiard saloon, and Capt.
W. E. Eell appearing for Taylor, and Cap-
tain Cheeseman and Dr. Bell, Jr., for
Mimms. Yesterday morning the parties
iri question all embarked for Mound City,
and reached that point about 11 o'clock in
the forenoon. Uy 12 o'clock the nrcliml- -

'nariea-ha- d all been arranped. and all
marched out to the field in rear of the
hotel, and the principals were soon placed
fifty paced from each other. The rifles
had previously been loaded, and while Mr.
Mi mma was changing his position at the
suggestion of one of his seconds, his rifle
accidentally went off, causing Borne little
confusion. The rifle, however, was speed-
ily reloaded, both parties looking cool, and
seemingly determined to "do or die."

The momentous period had now arrived,
the seconds retired, and Mr. Church asked :

"GenUemen, are you ready?" Roth re-

plied in the affirmative, and raised their
pieces. "Firel" a panse, and the word
"one"' was given, while.. Bimnltaneoua- -
ly both rifles were discharged. AH rushed
lorwaro ; tne eraoKe cleared away, and it
was discovered that nobody was hurl !

The seconds now interfered to endeavor
to maks matters up. Roth had fully Bhown
their pluck and defended their honor, and
at the earnest request of the seconds on
both sides, thev shook hands and became
again friends. An adjournment was then
made to the bar-roo- of .the hotel, where
all hands "smiled" frequently, and re
turned to the city, in the afternoon, with
full failh in the axiom "All's well that enda
well."

SHU WRECK AMI TCRIURLE SUF- -

The Boston Post publishes a letter from
Gibraltar, January 20th, received by
Messrs. Homer & Sprague, of Boston, giv-

ing a vivid description of the sufferings of
the crew of Ihe schooner Moses Wuring, of
New York, wrecked on her passage from
Brunswick, Georgia, and fallen in with by
the British bark Minnie Gordon, which res-

cued the master and two seamen, in the
last stage of famine, and carried them to
Gibraltar. After mentioning the discov-

ery of the wreck, the Captain of Minnie
Gordon proceeda to say :

Mr. Charles Miller, chief officer, jind
three seamen' started for the wreck;, after
great exertion and a hard pull succeeded
in getting the Captain and two remaining
men in the boat add got safely back to the
bark, hoisted in the boat, and proceeded on
the voyage, taking ihe weak famished men
into the cabin (where there was a stove),
giving them dry clothing and some
stimulants and small quantities of
water often repeated, they having
had nothing to eat or drink for
seven daya and nights with the exception
of when the mate died two "days previously,
they all cut some of his raw flesh and ate
it, the cook having died before the mate
and his body washed overboard. They
were complete skeletons, the Captain being
in the worst condition, his cheeks were
sunk in till they appeared to touch each
other; their feet and legs as high as their
knees were completely paralyzed and dead
from long exposure, and submersion in
cold water and from want of exercise, as
they had just enough of the wreck above
water to hold on to. They could not pos-
sibly have survived that day through had
not Providence kindly sent me to their as-

sistance. I gave them food bv degrees with
sinali doses of brandy ami water, and
rubbed their feet with soap liniment ; then
put them to sleep in the warm cabin.

On awakening, the Captain gave me an
account of the loss of his vessel, staling
that two davs previous to my falling in

' with him, a brig, westward bound, name
unknown to him, saw them anil flood to-

ward them till quite near (weather mode-
rate at the time) when he put up helm
and ran away from Ihem.

Mr. Elliott said the lessees were now
willing to give up their control, if theState
will pay them all the money they exr
peuded, without interest and payment for
services during the time.

Mr. Senter contended that the leasees
had more room after the fire than they had
when the contract was" made, aa there had
been considerable additions made to the
buildings after the contract was made, and
that the lessees, who are now working the
convicts in the quarry because of the high
price of some of the materials used in car-
rying on the shops, might have worked
their convicts in the quarry from the time
of the fire up to the time the buildings
were repaired. He said he would not im- -

fmgn the character or motives of any onej
fabt that the lessees had an in-

surance of $18,000 on the wing which was
burnt, and the State none, and that the
lessees felt assured the Legislature would
award them the contract for rebuilding the
burnt wing, made tho circumstantial evi-
dence against them, though he would not
insinuate Jhat tjiey knew anything 'of the
fire before it broke out.

On motion of Senator Wisener, the whole
subject was recommitted to the Committee
on the Penitentiary, with instructions tO

investigate the cause of the fire, and every-
thing connected with if.
